HISTORIC RANCHES

Geologists, Engineers and 
Technical Experts Ar- 
rive To Place Responsi- 
bility for 200 Deaths. 


Los Angeles, March 16.—(/)—Be- 
cause of a steady increase in looting 
among the ruined homes left in the 
path of the flood waters from the 
shattered St. Francis dam, rigid rules 
today were applied to keep unauthor- 
ized persons out of the stricken area. 
Authorities reported many cases of 
thievery in the devastated area, where 


policing is difficult because of the, 


flood conditions, even with an aug- 
mented force of officers. The thefts 


were the work of men who came into 
the flooded region as the waters be- 
gan to recede, in the opinion of police. 

Even relief workers. and police 
working in the oe districts must 
carry special passes identifying them- 
selves, All old passes were taken up 
today and new ones issued. 

Investigation of the disaster got 
under full swing today when geol- 
ogists, engineers technical © 
perts, hea 
torney BE. nnison, of Los An- 
geles county, arrived at the ruins of 
St. Francis dam. They will conduct 
a thorough investigation under in- 
structions of District Attorney Asa 
Keyes. 

Orders from Keyes were to make 
as complete a probe as possible and to 
return a secret report to him cover- 
ing all phases of the findings. Keyes 
has declared that he will institute 
criminal proceedings if any person or 
persons are found responsible for the 
catastrophe. 

Dennison will question surviving 
ranchers who lived in the Santa Clara 
river valley to determine the truth 
or falsity of reports that the dam 
was leaking or seeping prior to its 
collapse last Tuesday morning and 
that there was reason to believe it 
would give way. 

Besides Dennison, the Keyes inves- 
tigating party included Colonel

Washington, March 16.—(4)—Hav- 
ing received new allegations of market 
manipulation and anti-trust law _vio- 
lation by a Houston cotton trading 
firm, the senate subcommittee inves- 
tigating the 1927 cotton crash map- 
ped out today a program of inquiry 
that will keep it at work for weeks 


to come, 

With the approval of all commit- 
tee members, Senator Smith, demo- 
crat, South Carolina, announced that 
representatives of all cotton ex- 
changes, of cotton spinners, cotton 
traders and all other interests in the 
cotton marketing trade would be call- 
ed before an attempt is made to for- 
mulate recommendations for legisla- 
tion. 

”We are going to the bottom of this 
thing,” Senator Smith declared. 

Again today, Arthur R. Marsh, 
New York Cotton Exchange member, 
hammered away in amplification of 
his charges against the firm of An- 
derson, Clayton and company, of 
Houston, which he holds responsible 
not only for the 1927 crash but for 
repeated “corners” in cotton futures 
in previous years that squeezed com- 
petitors out of business. 

“There is no other big cotton firm 
now,” Marsh said to Senator Rans- 
dell, democrat, Louisiana, when the 
latter asked if any other concerns had

Chief business before the committee 
Saturday will be the submission of a 
list of names to Senator George from 
which he will select a state delegation 
to the national convention. Senator 
George has been indorsed by the state 
committee as Georgia's candidate for 
the democratic presidential nomination 
and as such he was asked to name 
his delegation. 

From reports beard in Atlanta the 
session promises to be a harmonious 
one, although some reports of a brisk 
fight were heard. 

G. E. Maddox, of Rome, is chairman 
of the state committee, and Mrs. Bes- 
sie Anderson is secretary. They left 
Atlanta Friday for Macon to be pres- 
ent at the session. Alex Chamblee. 
of Washington county, and Sam A. 
Nunn, of Houston county, are vice 
chairmen of the committee. The 
committee consists of 128 members. 

Georgia is entitled to 28 votes in 
the national convention, four to be 
selected from the state-at-large and 
24 from the 12 congressiona! districts.

City Attorney Mayson 
Rules That Committee 
Has Absolute Power in 
Naming Grady Doctors. 


There were two developments of im- 
portance Friday in the fight over con- 
trol of Grady hospital. The first was 
a ruling of City Attorney James L. 
Mayson to the effect that the hos- 
pitals and charities committee of city 
council has been given absolute power 
in electing the executive committee 
and the staff. The second came from 
G. Everett Millican, chairman of the 
1928 councilmanic body, who an- 
nounced that he would make a report 
Monday to city council on its action 
in naming a new controlling body for 
the institution. The effect of Mr. 
Mayson’s ruling is to hold that the 
1927 committee of council acted with- 
in its rights in making its selections. 
and that approval of general council 
was not necessary. 

In the meantime Grady continues 
to function under the normal super- 
vision of two executive committees, 
one named by the 1927 hospitals and 
charities committee and the other ap- 
pointed a week ago by the 1928 com- 
mittee.

MORE MARINES 60 
TO AD NICARAGUA 
HOLD QUIET VOTE 


Coolidge Says Presence 
of Armed Troops Has 
Restored Great Degree 
of Order in Country. 


Washington, March 16.—(4)—Pres- 
ident Coolidge believes that the United 
States can still be helpful to Nie- 
aragua by assisting the people of that 
country to choose its government, in 
spite of the action of the. Nicaraguan 
house in rejecting a few days ago the 
McCoy bill providing for supervision 
of the coming election by the marine 


corps. 

This view was reflected late in the 
day by an announcement fr the 
navy department that two additional 
battalions of marines, 1,000 men, had 
been ordered to the little Central 
American republic to reinforce the 
2,700 already on duty there... 

Commenting on this. development. 
Secretary Wilbur said the additional 
marine forces were to be used pri- 
marily for overseeing the coming elec 
tions. .and not for actiot aga Gen- 

ral Sandino, although the troops may 
emplo to further 
activities of the marines. 

While President Ovo 
that the legislation embodied in 
McCoy bill was absolutely necessary 
to the execution of the Stimson 
agreement, proyiding for supervision 
of the elections, he feels that it would 
have been desirable. 

Mr. Coolidge is of the opinion that 
the presence of the marines already 
has worked to the advantage of the 
Nicaraguan people inagmuh as it put 
an end to the actual civil war and 
has given to the strife-torn little coun- 
try a year of peace, allowing the 
citizens with a few exceptions to re- 
turn to their ordinary occupations. 

The problem now confronting the 
Washington government, in Mr. Cool-' 
idge’s opinion, is that of devising 
some plan ‘under which the United 
States can fulfill its obligations under 
the Stimson agreement according to 
the original spirit of that pact—one 
of helpfulness to the Nicaraguan peg- 
ple in the selection of its public 
officials. 

When word of the rejection of the 
McCoy bill reached the capital “this, 
week, it brought forth from official 
quarters a blunt statement that the 
Washington government was deter- 
mined to go through with the Stim- 
son plan but no suggestion of which 
steps would be taken. The state de- 
partment would make no comment on 
today’s marine orders. 

The two additional battalions will 
bring the total .of United States 
forces in Nicaragua to 3,700, the 

greatest number ever to operate in 
that country at one time. Should the 
marine force be unable to-cope with 
the situation, about 1,500 bluejackets 
and marines on board five cruisers in 
Nicaraguan waters will be available 
for shore duty.

On Year’s Tour of Country 
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Dr. 8S. W. McCallie delivered a lec- 
ture in his office at the capitol Friday 
afternoon to a unique group of visitors 
to Georgia.

This is the first year the college 
has conducted this experiment accord- 
ing to Professor Nininger.' The stu- 
dents are given credit for regular work 
during the tour. They visit state 
musenms, various state educational in- 
stitutions and conduct field work in 
geolozy, zoology and botany. 

The studerits will leave Atlanta Sat- 
urday morning for Chattanooga and 
after a visit to that city will leave 
for Washington, D. C., New York and 
Boston and from there will return to 
Kansas, reaching their home institu- 
tion in time for commencement exer- 
cises, The students travel in automo- 
biles and each pays his own expenses, 
The cost to the student has been some- 
what less than the cost would have been 
had the student remained at college for 
the regular session. Several girl stu- 
dents were in the party, McPherson 
eollege being a coeducational institu-

The action was taken by the board

The board of trustees also unani- 
mously approved a salary advance for 
the president of from $10,000 te $12,- 
000 yearly. 

The committee, which was composed 
of R. E. Tidwell, W. H. Oates, C. 
‘W. Asheraft. Charles E. McDowell 
and Victor H. Hanson, reported to 
the board of trustees that the selec- 
tion of Dr. Knapp had been made only 
after severa] of the leading educators 
of the country had heen considered 
for the post. The board immediately 
confirmed the recommendation by 
unanimously appointing Dr. Knapp as 
successor to Dr. Dowell. 

Dr. Knapp was suggested to the 
committee by Chancellor Kirkland of 
Vanderbilt university; President Mor- 
gan of the University of Tennessee; 
Dr. Edwin Mims, professor of Eng- 
lish at Vanderbilt, and others. 

Dr. Knapp has had a long educa- 
tional career. He is the son of Dr. 
Seaman A. Knapp, who originated 
the work of the county agricultural 
agent, the home demonstration agent 
and the 4-H club work. 


He was born at Vinton, Iowa, and 
lived on a stock farm until] nine years 
of age. He entered Vanderbilt univer- 
sity in I888 and graduated in 1892 
with the degree of bachelor of science. 

e was a member of Vanderbilt’s 
first football team and was manager 
of the team in his senior year. 


After completing a law course at 
the University of Michigan in 1896, 
he served as assistant treasurer of 
Iowa State college for three years, 
after which he accepted the position 
of assistant to his father, who was 
developing farm demonstration work 
through the United States department 
of agriculture. 

On the death of his father in 1911, 
Dr. Knapp was appointed to succeed 
him. While holding this position he 
extended the plans developed by. his 
father and inaugurated cooperation 
with the southern agricultural col- 
leges under a system which later 
was enacted into law in the Smith- 
Lever act of 1914. 


He resigned from the United States 
department of agriculture in 1920 and 
became dean of agriculture and di- 
rector of stations and extension at 
the University of Arkansas. In 1923 
he was elected president of the Okla- 
homa Agricultural and Mechanical 
college, at Stillwater, and in the five- 
year period since enrollmert at the 
institution has been increased 70 per 
cent, 

Dr. Knapp is a member of the 
Kappa fraternity, the Masonic order 
and of several. fraternal honorary 
scholarships and agricultural fra- 
ternities,

The intensive drive on rum runners 
off the southern coast will be carried 
on, Mr. Lowman said, and with this 
in view he has ordered another squad- 
ron of large coast guard vessels, six 
in number, to join the patrol in Flor- 
ida waters. ?

This evidence has compelled many 
competent observers to admit that 
certain mediums possess the powers 
to produce the physical phenomena of 


levitation. and materialization. Com- 
mon sense need not revolt against this 
admission. Indeed, it is contrary. to 


sound reason to assert dogmatically 


with the universe. as 
It is also unreasonable to suppose, 
as Mr. Arnold Lunn ss that 
scientific celebrities like Sir William 
Crookes, Sir Oliver Lodge, Dr. Alfred 
Russel Wallace, Lombroso an 
ner were without except either liars 
or beciles_ in their acceptance, of 
the reality of mediumistic manifesta-

| brace spiritualism because he con- 


cedes the possible reality of these 
manifestations, He may regard them 
as inexplicable, or as the productions 
of some unknown power of the mind 
which projects its thoughts in tangi- 
ble forms, or as the results of malefic 
interference, or as supplying genuine 
guidance worthy of credence, 

The problem is confused by numer- 
ous prejudices and difficulties. Many 
who cleave to spiritualism as their 
religion are. frequently inclined to as- 
sume its results. They desire commu- 
nication with the discarnate and the 
desire fathers their faith. Others ap- 
proach it convinced that it is a delu- 
sion and a snare which may deceive 
the unwary but cannot gull them. 

Still others insist that they will be- 
lieve in the marvels related by Richel, 
Schenk-Notzing and Sir Oliver Lodge 
when these can bée reproduced at will. 
With such a discordant reception it 
is plain that the whole case must 
sooner or later be examined by science. 

Meanwhile the Christian does not 
deny that physical phenomena have 
been proven to the hilt. His faith is 
founded on the belief that certain 
historical faets occurred in the spir- 
itual realm (particularly the resur- 
rection of our Lord) and on the expe- 
rience which that event created. 

One of the chief obstacles to the 
indorsement of spiritualism is that 
the discarnate intelligence in question 
rarely rise above an infantige level 
of mentality. It has been well said 
that they seldom give a plain answer 
to a plain question: They throw no 
light on life’s problems here and now. 
They tell us nothing about the secrets 
of physics, chemistry.or art. No 
new idea in morals or in literature 
can be traced to them. Not until 
something infinitely nobler and more 
stimulative of ethical and religious 
good shall have been furnished by 
spiritualism will it attain the dignity 
of a genuine faith. I advise you, 
therefore, to treat it with reserve.

If 
you administer an arbitrary or fixed 
dose to evérybody, some folks will get 
no effect at all, some will be more 
or less poisoned, and some will get 
the effect desired. For instance, an 
emetic. Now this is a health column 
and we take pains to keep bad news 
out of it. I should hate to think that 
anything printed here made atuybudy 
worry needlessly about his health. 
For most of us a certain amount of 
worry about health is rather health- 
ful, for it stimulates us to seek proper 
advice or guidance. That's why I 
devote this discussion to the very 
common guess that an intestinal or 
rectal trouble is “piles.” 

A pile or hemorrhoid is a varicose 

vein. 
An “attack” of piles or hemorrhoids 
usually means recurrence of acute in- 
flammation. The “attack” subsides, 
with or without treatment, and there 
follows an interval of freedom from 
trouble, lasting a few weeks, a year, 
or.the rest of a life time, depending 
on circumstances we shall discuss in 
talks to follow. Once a pile, always 
a pile, unless it is destroyed or re- 
moved. Relief of pain, swelling, bleed- 
ing or inflammation should not be 
confused with “cure” of piles.

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London, March 16.—(4)—Three 
British naval officers, including a 
rear. admigal, have been suspended 
from duty as an outgrowth of a mys- 
terious incident aboard the battleship 
Royal Oak, flagship of the Mediter- 
ranean fleet. 

Some of the newspapers have even 
characterized the incident as a “na- 
val mutiny,” but no authoritative in- 
formation is available. 

Today an admiralty communique 
was issued saying that the three of- 
ficers concerned in the Malta naval 
incident had been suspended. They 
were Rear Admiral Bernard St. G. 
Collard, in command of the battle- 
ship squadron; Captain Kenneth G. 
B. Dewar, in command of the Royal 
Oak, and Commander H. M. Daniel. 

All three of the British naval offi- 
cers who have been suspended from 
duty in the Malta incident have had 
distinguished records in the British 
navy. 

The communique threw no light on 
the nature of the incident in the Medi- 
terranean matter and  arded_ that 
Rear Admiral Collard’s flag had not 
been transferred to another ship, as 
had been reported, but was “struck.” 

“It is hoped that the press will not 
prejudice the matter and will await 
the admiralty’s statement of the 
case.” 


London, March 16.—(/)—The Eve- 
ning Standard says it learns that the 
naval incident at Malta is declared 
to have arisen over a matter having 
no connection with purely naval du- 
ties; that it had more association 
with social life on the battleship. It 
began with a dispute, the paper adds,

000,000 new warship construction pro- 
gram to request the president to urge

The proposal, sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Sproul, republican, Kansas. 
was accepted without a vote. Shortly 
after its adoption an effort to reach 
a final vote before night adjourn- 
ment was blocked by Representative 
Blanton, democrat, Texas, and the 
measure was carried over for disposi- 
tion tmorrow. 

The house also accepted by a vote 
of 115 to 102 an amendment by Kep- 
resentative Dallinger, republican, Mas- 
sachusetts, to provide that eight of 
the proposed 16 ships should be con- 
structed in government navy yards. 

Dallinger contended that it was fair 
. that at least half of the proposed 15 
cruisers and one aircraft carrier should 
be built in the navy yards, and sev- 
eral members supporting his stand 
said that the statement had been made 
that the program had heen offered 
to congress for the relief of the pri- 
vate shipbuilding industry.

Washington, March 16.—(4)—The 
index of farm prices on February 15,

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ANSWERS TO MOTHERS. - 
Chafing: Iptertrigo. 


P You all know what chafing is. In- 


tertrigo is chafing of.a very severe 


wariety, which is more apt to occur in 
overfat babées, but. may trouble the 
norma] and undernourished, if condi- 
tions are — for it, as you will see 
from: the cHuses. 


Intertrigo occurs in’ places where 
the opposing surfaces of the skin 
come in contaet, such as between the 
thighs, back of the ears, under the 
arms, and folds of the neck. The 
most frequent cause is uncleanliness. 

The thigh iptertrigo may result 
when the diapers are not changed’ 
often enough, although the strong 
and irritating urine and diarrhea will 
also produce it, even though they were 
changed frequently, and it may be 
produced by the #8e of too strong 
soaps and not rinsing them thorough- 
ly from the diapers. 


If the’ baby is very fat, the con- 
stant heat and perspiration held in 
the folds anywhere is apt to produce 
it, even though he may be scrubbed 
frequemly. If the overfat baby is 
on a formula, it is best to take out 
some of the sugar, and perhaps feed 
_ a litle less often until he is nor- 
mal. 


For immediate relief, the parts 
must be cleansed frequently with 
warm water or olive oil or cold cream, 
and once in a while with a very mild 
soap and water.

Princess Victoria of Se#aumbure- Lippe meh 


was fervently loyal today to. her hus-' 
band, Alexander Subkoff, who has 
been ordered expelled from Germany 
after being involved in a_ series of 
escapades since his marriage four 
months ago. 

“We are perfectly happy together,” 
she said. “Our only desire is to be 
left alone.” 

Told of the expulsion order, she 
branded it “an infamous lie.” Indig- 
nantly the sister of the former kaiser 
repudiated the anggestion that her 
husband, sensing that he would be ex- 
pelled, had-fled secretly to: the Congo. 

From monarchist quatters, Princess 
Victoria received no sympathy. From 
the first they have regarded the mar- 
riage of the 63-year-old princess to 
the 27-year-old Russian emigre as a 


deplorable mesalliance and a serious} 
‘ 


blow to the monarchist cause. 

The hopé was expressed that Sub- 
koff’s expulsion would save his wife's 
private fortune from being touched 
further by her errant husband.
